Mr. Justice Best was the most conspicuously decided against 
the defendants; and did not hesitate to support the verdict, 
even upon grounds that Mr. Justice Bailey himself did not 
venture to advance. Perhaps Mr. Justice Best feeis himself 
awkwardly situated with respect to his own verdict agatmst Sir 
Francis Burdett; and upon the old axiom, that one good turn 
deserves another, he may think that his outrageous support of 





one verdict may obtain similar — ion for the other. 
Tin one Instance he declared to Mr. Hlunt, that “there was ea 
ereat deal of evidence to shew thet he went there for the pur: 
nose of exciting contempt and fatred of the government!” and 
he was compelled to hear in reply a distinct and direct con- 
fradiction? A gentleman, in other society, would have felt it 
his duty to have apologized for the error, or proved the truth of 
his assertion; but a judge can — lis wit, tuck his old robes 


about him, and fall back epon his dignity, to protect his

In another stave of the preceedings, this Mv. Justice Best is 
reported to have used this language, ‘6 fscy, that if the meet.

Judge Jefieries never 
madea more impudent assertion; nor gave an apne more 
destitute of reason, or more replete with apparent injustice.

The cbjestion that is taken as 
to their being writings, applies to cases ofa very different des- 
cription, ‘Phe mscriptions on these flags, were, in fact, more in 
tlie character of speeclics, uttering the sentiments of the meet- 
ing, rather than writings; and if the inscriptions could not be 
received in evidence, their colour ought also to be rejected, and 
thus all evidence of their existence must be wholly thrown out 
of the case, whereas 1 ihivk it was perfectly adinissable. It is 
next said, that this was uot the best evidence, because some of 
the banners were ia the custody of a constable ai York. If that 
objection were good, it would open the door to others; and it 
might be then demanded of the prosecutors to prove that those 
were the same banners used at the same meeting, by calling 
every person through whose hands they had passed—a thing 
unreasonable and taposstdle. 

Having disposed of these objections as to the law, I shall 
iake no further notice of the other observations that have been 
pressed, as to the misdirection of tue Learned Judge and so 
forth, than to say that I thiak the whole effect of this evidence 
was properly Iefi to the Jury, and [ cannot say they have come 
toa conclusion as against the defendant, which was not well 
warranted by that evidence. Therefore 1, for one, think this 
as not a case in which we should grant a rule to shew cause. 

Mr. Justice Holroyd most fully concurred in the opinions 
and arguments delivered by the Chief Justice. 

Mr. Justice Best also, felt not the least doubt on the sub- 
ject, and also concurred in the opinion delivered by the Lord 
Chief Justice. 

Mr. Justice Bayley. —if I entertained any doubt upon tlis 
subject, I should certainly have stated that doubt to the Court, 
in the strongest language in which I could have expressed tt ; 
but giving the most minute attention to the trial of this case, 
as well as to what has fallen from the defendant, Mr. Flunt, in 
this application, J cannot say that I feel the slightest doubé 
upon the subject. With respect to the conduct of Lie soldirs, 
il appears to me, T should have abandoned the duty I owed to 

the public Av THE TIME THIS TRIAL TOOK PLACE, Uf J had 
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cliowed any evidence lo be given on that subject ; because T 
onsiddcrved the demeanour of the Crowd. Vf the soldiers mis- 
conducted themselves on that oceasion, they were Liable here- 
after to triad, and therefore it would have been most impro- 
per to have suffered that question to have been prejudged with 
yespect to them. The evidence of the resistance of the crowd 
produced, ou the part of the prosecution, and the evidence of 
the non-resistance of the crowd produced by the defendant, 
were reccived and left to the Jury for their consideration, but I 
could not think that evidence of particular acis done by THE 
SOLDIERS was admissable, for the reason I hare before men- 
fioned. (His Lordship here read an extract from the 
trial to show that he had given fuld liberty to the 
difendant to call witnesses to prove the conduct of the 
meeting.) With respect to the evidence of the inscriptions 
ou the flags aud banners, I think it was perfectly admissible. 
Writings need not always, in criminal cases, be produced. 
Hfow often do convictions take place for stealing pre- 
inissory notes, where they are not, por can be, produced, 
‘here is a case in My, Leach’s Crown Law, where a man was 
indicted for stealing a Bill of Exchange, described to be of the 
value of 1001. The Bill was not produced, but the case was 
proved, and the man found guilty, and on a conference with 
the Judges, the produciion of the document was not held to 
he necessary, and the conviction ailirmed. I must also remark 
with respect to those banners, that when a crowd consisting of 
more than 69,000 persons was assembled with those banners 
among them, it would be impossible to prove what particular 
hands bore them, and therefore you could not, if they were 
afterwards found, prove their identity. JI have entered into 
itis more at length, perhaps, than I at first intended ; but I 
have thought it necessary, to shew that I persist in the same 
opinion which: I held at the trial.” 


This may be all daw. Indeed wé know little about law, and 
care still less what may be called, by iis once sacred name. It 
has long ceased to be the perfection of reason, and become 
ihe perfection of sophistry—a jesuitical mystery which means 
what the expounders piease. But we coniénd the argument is 
not rational—ihe conclusion net justice. The very tools of 
power confess nothing illegal was dene; but they say i might 
have been intended. And all evidence, even on this head, is 
conjectural. One of the most subservient slaves of the system

or to eat pickled pork, or any thing else.”? The inference would 


be just as far remo sa from the premises, Not a jot of the 


evidence should have gone to any jury. A judge should 


have told them, that all the testimony ajaiast the defendants, 
went to vnpute az iniention no where demonstrated to have 
shewn itself. The mew aimed at, the rea’ conspiracy, was to 
make the defendants responsible, uot for what they had done, 
which was praise-worthy, but for what their ministerial perse- 
cutors had couspired to say they had intended to do, not then 
or there, but at some time and place of which no ene was aware. 

Mr. Justice Holroyd concarred with the Lord Chief Justice ! 
No doubt of it. ‘The object was placed in the same point of 
view to both, and they saw with the saise eyes. The refor- 
iners are dreaded, their principles are an object of terror. 
Seen throagh this mediuia, all their actions, however innocent, 
become perverted into terrible sins. They are set down as 
dangerous, and prelexts for punishing them must be made, 
where they cannot be found. 

Mr. Justice Best also concurred with his two learned brothers. 
He had no deubdb on the subject at all. - What a clever man it 
is! How shkarp-sighted! How amazingly clear-headed! 
Surely he must take snuff to draw off ail humeurs from his 
brain! Perhaps the prinee’s niature ! 

Mr. Justice Bailey was _ e a very delicate situations 
His opinion wouk! of course be in his ew faver, when he was 
called upon to pronounce Ww elles he was right or wrong, and 
his three learned brothers had declared on his side, What he

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said, therefore, is of no great importance to the merits of th; 
case. [tis sufficient for us to reply, that we think him most 
decidedly wrong in his judgment, most completely mistaken on 
the subject of rational evidence ; and that this sentence will be 
passed upon all the judicial proceeding, by the historian and 
posterity. The palpable sophistry of refusing evidence as to 
the conduct of the yeomanry, because they were able to be 
tried for their misconduct, is an apology too gross to answer 
any purpose. Every one kuows they were NoT hable to be 
tried---that all attempts to put them upon their trial, or to ob- 
tain an inquiry into their conduct, had proved abottive---but 
they were sheltered by the strong arm of the power they had 


so shamelessly served ; and were certain of impunity for al! 
their guilt. 


Nothing now remains but the judgment of the court, which 
is to be pronounced on Saturday, or Monday next. Whatever 
it may be, it can only exalt its victims in the public estimation. 
For themselves, they feel that they have merited reward ; and 
the conviction of nine-tenths of the public is with them on the 
subject. ‘They have offended no law in existence on the 16th 
of August. They have violated no statute to which their ene- 
mies can refer, and point out the clause prohibitiog their con- 
duct, Fine and imprisonment neither make men guilty, nor 
render them suspected of guilt. We live in times when punish- 
ment is oft a proof of integrity ; and if a modern Diogenes were 
to search for a MAN, he would be more likely to direct bis 
steps to our prisons than to our palaces. 

If it be supposed that the sentence of these defendants will 
be the requiem of the Manchester slaughter—that all will now 
be hushed—and the boroughmongers no more reproached with 
the blood so wantonly shed upon that occasion, they are indeed 
mistaken, The memory of that horrible affair can never die ; 
and never will the tongue of any houest man cease to denounce 
it to the endless execration of all his race. Our children shall 
be taught the sanguinary story with their earliest years, and an 
indiguation implanted in their bosoms against all its authors, 
which shall ‘ grow with their growth, and strengthen with their 
strength.” ‘To distinguish between the soldier and the bo- 
roughmonger yeoman, shall be their earliest lesson ; that while 
they venerate the hero, who draws his willing sword in defence 


of his country, they may avoid the beings who would drench 
their faulehions in native blood,

MILITARY OUTRAGE AT OLDHAM. | 


Since we have called the attention of the.public to this case, 
4 most bungling attempt has been made to throw the origin of 
the affair upon the inhabitants of Oldham. A letter pur- 
porting to have been written by some Major Morrison to Sir 
James Lyon, has been forwarded to various country-papers. It 
is to be remembered that the affair took place on the twenty- 
fifth of April, and this letter is pretended to have been written 


to Sir James Lyon on the twenty-sixth, Let us therefore 
examine ita little. Here itis. 


MAJOR MORRISON TO SIR JAMES LYON. 


. Oldham, April 20. 
| Sit.-—I regret to state that a disturbance took place hera 
esterday, under the fallowing circumstances :— 
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“ Five privates of the seventh Dragoon Guards were at thie 
BulP's Head public-house between the hours of 5 and 6 in the 
afternoon, when some men, who were drinking in the same 
room, commenced singing disloyal songs, giving disloyal 
u toasts, throwing about the beer, which fell on the soldiers, and 
4 further conducting themselves in a manner the most likely to 
incur their displeasure: but, instead of resenting those acts 
in the way the disaffected expected, the soldiers rose, and were 
proceeding into arother room to avoid such annoyance, when 
they wese immediately attacked by numbers, with every wea- 
pon they esuld get hold of, and were so rapidly assisted by 
ethers from other public-houses, that i have no doubt it was 
a preconceried plan against the military, the more especially 
asa person mentioned toa dreyoon about 5 hours previously, 
that the soldiers would sufler in the course of the evening for 
What had occurred at the Ve hile Horse public-house the preced- 
inv evening, and which originated much in the same manner as 
the outrece of yesferday. Tb was not here when the disturbance 
took piace ; but on my arrival soon after, } found that every 
exertion had bcen made by Comet Wrigitt and Troop Quarter 
“Laster, Polity, assisted by Capt. Clippendale, to repress the 
tumult, and the military were soon in their respective barracks. 
A Corporalof the 7th Dragoon Guards, who had proceeded to 
the spot daring the height of the affray, witha file of the

Sh Had such an event occurred asa “precencerted attack on 
the miditary,” the columns of the Courier, as early as an express 
could have brought the accout to town, would have been 
headed “REBELLION! REBELLION! REBELLION!” Eight 
or nine second editions would have been issued to communt- 
cate the particulars; and all the troops near London would 
have received marching orders to Oldham, But not a word 
ds said about it, until the particulars yet into the sediftous press. 
Yhe affair sleeps from Monday and Tuesday, until it appears 
on Saturday in the Manchester Observer, from an investigation, 
made by Mr. Evans, the able and honest editor of that paper. 
The resnectable press still avotd the question, as it might 
be dangerous, and resnectabilily is a cautious virtue. 
‘The ailair is presented to the Londen pubbe through the 
medium of the Dwarf, and the British Gazctte, vine, and 
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thirteen days after it occurred, and the report of Major 
Morrison, on the @Sth of April, does not yet appear! Mr. 
Evans was summoned before the magistrates of Mauc.ester, 
and held to bail for a dibed upon the inilitary in olher transac; 
tions, at the instance of Sir James Lyon, who was pre@ent, 
and did not venture to allude to the Oldham slaughter, though 
he ought then to have bad Major Morrison’s report of a 
“ wreconcerted” attack on the soldiers, five or six days 
hefere! The petition of the inhabitants, gives a clear 
view of the question. This obscure and ‘contradictory 
Statement of Major Morrison carries on the face of it, a flat 
contradiction. Where-are the arrests made of the parties 
who comm uced the attack? Where are the particular detatts 
of the first dispute, which occurred the previous evening? 
Where, above all, is the denial to the statement, that the DE- 
PUTY CONSTABLE, and civil power, which attempted to re- 
press the tumult, were beaten by the soldiers? Major Morri- 
son must speak much plainer, if he wishes to be believed. Ifa 
charge could have been made against the people, it is sufh- 
ciently known how it would have been urged, and answered by 
the local aathovities; and the first silence, followed by this 
lame and unsatisfactory statement, convinces us that the sol- 
diers were the aggressors, and that this miserable apology for 
their conduct, will receive no credit whatever, uniil it shall be 
corroborated by some public examination. That this has not 
taken place, is another proof of the origin of the outrage. Had 
the people been in fault, we should have had a special com- 
mission sent in due form to demand a strict account—the law 
of retaliation would have been put in force, and ‘fan eve for 
an eye, a tooth for a tooth,” would have beea niost reer eX- 
acted, The inhabitants say that none of the oifenders have 
heen noticed, We care promise them, they will not; but WY they 
had not been soldiers, or special cons fa tbles, or some friends of 
the system, there would have been sutiicient notice of the trans- 
action.

The comparative accounts of the production of the Revenue’ 
for the years ending April 5, 1819, and April 5, 1820, are now be- 
fore us; and exhibit a ddacenes of nearly one tnillion. This 
account includes the product of the new TAKES, wiich were esti- 
inated to produce three miliions, so that, 10 reality, the deficiency 
is more than three millions and ahalfi This isa “ very flattering 
picture of our resources,” as the Courier will doubtless say; but 
with a grin of disappointiac at, that the wish to appear indif- 
ferent will not be able tc su ippress. The Customs have decreased 
more than a millon: a striking evidence of the decay of our 
forvign trade. The Excise, on w hich the new duties are collected 
principally, has encreased a million and a half in amount, with 
the assistance of the debauchery of a general clection :—but with 
jhis encreasc, the total revenue still exhibits a deficiency of nearly 
one million, for the consolation of the boroughmongers, and theit 
adherents, who clamour about the enecreased prosperity of the 
country. 

The stamp-duties have diminished in amount to a considerable 
degree. The Post-oilice has encreased, of course, from the 
election bustle. The assessed taxes and land taxes have been raised 
a littie, by every species of vexatious surcharge; but the miscel- 
ianies have fallen off; the wnappropriated war duties begin to 
diminish rapidly in their amount, and will be shortly extin, zNished. 

The whole revenue for the year ending April 5, 1819,

Positive decrease ip the tulal recespi: £858,385 
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Let it not be said, that we exult in the fathue resources of the 
country, When we declare that this in our estimation is a Ghor1ous 
arsuntj3—and thal every depreciation of the revenue will accele- 
yate the restoration of the public welfare. It isa satisfactory de- 
monstration, that dexation has reached its extreme limit—that the 
people ean pay no more—avd that the attempt to levy ncw duties 
will decrease, instead of encreasing the amount. We rejoice at 
ihis; because we are perfectly satisfied that there is no means of 
arresting the profligate expenditure of the country, but by diminish- 
ing the funds at the disposal ofthe administration. They will spend 
whatever they can obtain ; and it is matter of exudtation, that ne- 
cessity may effect,"what no principle could ever produce—a salu- 
tary retrenchment of the public expenditure. The leech will not 
drop, untilit be gorged with blood, or until the patient faints, and 
ihe blood refuses to flow. That our leeches could ever be gorged 
io fuluess, or satiety, there is no hope. Our only means of com- 
pelling them to lose their hold, is to make it impossible for them to 
extract more of the vital stream of the cominon wealth. 

Much of this efiect is doubiless to be attributed to the abstinence 
of the reformers from exciseable articles. But this is alever which 
is calculated to produce much more effect than it has yet done. 
it has yet been scarcely brought into play: Net a twelvemonth 
has yet elapsed, since the blood spilt at Manchester occasioned the 
adoption of that species of warfare against the boroughmongers. 
Substitutes required time to be discovered ; and to reconcile them 
to general habit. The system is even yet in ifs infancy; but we 
have no hesitation in affirming that it will rapidly expand into 
giant-like dimensions, and like another Hercules strangle the 
snakes that surround it. We are acquainted with ove family, 
which has dintnished its quarterly expenditure by more than 
twenty-pounds, the one halfof which, or probably more, used to 
trickle throngh the various streams of taxation, into the grand 
drain at the Treasury. The amazing effect that may be produced, 
it is easy to gather from this circumstance; and what is still bet- 
ter, though a little unfair in the parties, is, that the loyalists, the 
fast-skilling, the life-and-fortune men, are as fond of saving their 
money, as the most dee‘ded reformers; and adopt the cheap sub- 
stitutes, with all imaginable eagerness! Perhaps a /aw, rendering the 
evasion of any tax by such means, will be deemed advisable. But 
the Parliament, though omnrpocenié, is not omnipresent; and ils 
enactments on this head would remain a dead fetter. 

Connecied with the decrease of the revenue, is the projected 
encrease of the Civil List. The nonsense in the speech about 
relinquishing the hereditary revenues to parliamentary controul, and 
of heing ‘* content with the establishment of 1816,” istoo glaring 
for any delusion of the meanest intellect. It is the common trick 
of courts, to affect moderation, and candour, that the people may 
be the more completcly blinded to their proceedings; but we 
have heen too well schooled in such deceptions, to be again their 
dupes. 

_ [tis now discovered, that the enormous settlement on the lite 
hing, the frequent payment of his surp/us debts, and the almost 
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countless advances to his children, were not sufivient!) This most 
temperate, economical, and pious monarch, has left a debt mcurred, 
of which nobody was aware, until the parliament is called to sanc- 
tion its discharge, of more than ¢hree hundred thousand pounds! 1 
The Chancellor of the Exchequer, coolly remarked, on the dis. 
covery, that it was * only about six thousand a year, during g0 
long a reign!’ That is, it was only a little more than the Americans 
pay their chief magistrate altoge ‘ther? Men in Britain have assuredly 
been born without brains, for the last halfcentury! There is no 
other way ef accounting for their worse than brut: i! stupidity. It 
is boasted that no money can be advanced to the crown, without 
the couseat of the Commons! Here isa regular se:zure of public 
property, without their consent, or knowledge of six thousanda 
year; for fifty years together, if it has been regul: arty tak en 3 bul. 
there is no evidence to shew that it has not ali been fucken in one 
year; which demonstrates, that the advisers of the king dare, and 
can do, what they please, quite sure that parhamecat “will never 
call them to any aceount. It ts therefore mockery to talk of 
establishing the Civil Hist, by daw! when a power which the law 
einot reach, may extend it to whatever finits depravity or foily 
may require, Tobe content with an allowance, does not imply 
any intention of being confined within tis amount:—and tf the 
nition is not openly insuited with a public increase of the Civil 
List, as at first intended, it can have no sceurity tiat the ex- 
penditure will not be carried, as it aiways has boew, toan extrava- 
gant surplus, for which the pabite must ait atery provide, 

‘These circumstances bring us back to ihe posiion that ccoonomy

about a bundred. Cut though yon for littke, for the dignity 
of the court, they must be retained; and theo ich a hundred 
of the m could not do the business of a weil- practised Waiter, bot 
one of them will be contents with the salary of a hundred watters 
itis forthe dignity of the court, tinat they shoiid be paid for what 
they cannot do:—and the civil ist is ann nerciiuiiy loaded with 
their saiuries, without ar jy reco ra oi their services. When the 
dignity of the court ts thas maintained, it is no wonder that 
dignity should get in debt; and then comes another appropriaie 
phrase,—the honor of the court must be supported, by exiricating 
ais dignity out of the diiemima of debts it cannot pay! Tbis not 
credtiable for a sovert ivn to be indebt. There is wo discredit, 1t 
secins, mb incurring det Dis, for the people to pay 5 bul i Is nol cres 
ditable for the people Chat their ruleis sho ald be ia debt —as ihe 
Jaulé clearly belongs ta the people, tor nol havin: gallowed enous hh 
in the first instance! The noméaal amount of ibe civil fist is 
therefore of uv importance whatever. When the eis is ia the 


hands of bad ste wards, what would it avail to bave e engag ‘ed them: 
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Besides, any vmission to cnerease Use eivil list at present may 
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he pomedied from other sources. Sources of revenue independent 


of public controut were unknown to our ancestors—because it had 
not been deemed prudent to let them into every courtly secret. 
There are many vet undiscovered; but the prying spirit of the age 
has found out a fet, W hich shew the system ina light as hypocri- 
tical, as oppressive. The Drots of the Admiralty are a standing 
reservoir, info which a courtly cap may be dipped, whenever the 
wearer is thirsty. This fund amounts to madlions, and is entirely 
out of the eontroul of parliament. With a parliament constituted 
hke the present, one would have thought the ministers need have 
no reserves bal it might hecome refractory, and therefore it is kept 
entirely at the cisposal of the ministry of the day! What anengine 
of oppression and corruption—what a convenient bead-spring for 
profligacy, issucha fund, those who have considered the financial 
History of the last fifty years wil readily determine. 

Thea the Crown levies taxes without the cousent, and appro- 
privates the produce, without the controul of parliament! Some 
of the gaping admirers of the British Constitution will hear this 
with absolute incredibiily!—Yet is it seriously true. The revenues 
if Gibraltar are the private property of the Crown, and levied by the 
governor. The expence of this important fortress, of course, falls 
upon the people ; but the receipts are the pocket money of the 
Crown! Suppose the revenues amounted to 50,0001. and the 
Crown, or the ministers of the Crown, wanted double that sum 
for any wnusually virtuous parpose—a mandate to the governor 
to double ihe duties, at whatever risk to the convenience or com- 
fort of the fortress, woaid produce the amount, without refer- 
ence to any legisiative authority, What might prove a more dan- 
serous engine of oppression, or corruption, could not easily he 
laced in royal or ministericit hands, 

The surplus revenues of Bavbedoes, and the leeward islands, 
ave also pin-mmonics of the crowau, What the surpdus revenues are 
we know not. It is quiie clear they can only belong to the nation, 
and should be earriedto its aecount. But they are only mentioned 
here to shew, that the crown will net, and cannot be limited in its 
‘xpenecs,by any parliamentary limitation of the Civil List—first, 
Hecause it has efter funds, not at the control of parliament; and 
secondly, aminisiera!l meyority would vote the payment of any 
‘febt that mieht be reported as incurred. 

The impossibility of providing pecuniary means, can alone brin 
our ministers to 2 due sense of the condition of the country. While 
they are well, they will persist io the assertion, that the country is 
weil ;—while they prosper, they will smile at the ruin which does 
not reach them, The decay of the revenue will therefore be 
a national blessing—and a public good. The embarrassment of 
office might drive an imbecile and venal ministry from situations 
they do every thing but adurn—and the coaviction that it was 
iMpossible to sustain the present expenditure, would produce an 
effectual retrenchment. This conviction is rapidly advancing. The 
attempt to delay the evil hour, by a property-tax, can only delay 
what must vecur:—.while it will not add to the number of the 
friends of the system, which totters to its ruin, like some time-worn

On Friday, the 5th inst. a public meeting was held at the 
Union Rooms, Manchester, to take into consideration the best 
means of establishing a Permanent Fund for the relief of all 
persons suffering imprisonment for their exertions to promote 
the cause of reform, and for the assistance of all those under 
prosecution ena similar account. The rooms were crowded 
toexcess. Mr. Candelet stepped forward and nominated Mr. 
W. G. Lewis, of Coventry, as President. This nomination 
was seconded, and unanimously confirmed by the meeting. 

Mr. W. G. Lewis then addressed the meeting to the follow. 
ing effect :— 

Gentlemen, I know of no measure more absolutely essential 
to the cause of liberty than the one which you are this day 
called upon to take into your consideration. 1 have no doubt 
that the want of a national and permanent fund for the support 
of the advocates of reform has been in a great degree the cause 
of numerous prosecutions, and consequently, imprisonment of 
many persons, whom, if they had not been destitute of the 
means of calling witnesses, and of otherwise defending them- 
selves, our enemies would not have dared to attack. Gentle- 
men, we should not fora moment forget that the supporters of 
the system are always prepared. Money is never wanting on 
their part, and what money can do, (and we all know that in 
the present state of society, it can do a great deal); they may 
always command. ‘To the honour of the French nation a fund 
of this nature has been already established in France, and we 
nay form some idea of the importance and utility of the mea- 
sure, when we consider that it has met with the decided disap- 
probation of the French government. I willnot, Gentlemen, insult 
the Friends of Freedom i in England, by supposing that they will 
be far behind the patriots of France. ‘The measure is of that na- 
ture, which 1 am sure the inhabitants of Manchester, at any 
rate, will need no argument to convince them of its utility ; and 
should, indeed, have but a mean opinion of both their heads 
and their hearts, if | thought it necessary to dwell long on the 
subject. There never was a time, Gentlemen, in which the 
sympathies and assistance of the people f for those who are ad- 
vocating their cause, were more imperiously calcd upon; for, 
Ll sincerely believe, that at no former period in the history of 
the world, has their ever been found so many intelligent, faith- 
ful, zealous, and undaunted advocates of the prin ciples of li 
berty, Look, Gentlemen, at the continent of Europe, what 2 
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sublime spectacle does it not every where present! Nay, the 
intellect of the whole civilized world is at this moment in arms 
against despotism, and which will be the victor, no one cari 
doubt. Though the gaols of England, France, and Germany, 
are literally overflowing with the persecuted sons of freedom ; 
yet, unless they can find means to eradicate from the human 
mind, the principles of virtue, of liberty, and the love of coun- 
try, the cause of freedom must be triumphant. Unless, Gen- 
tlemen, they can find means to make the great mass of the 
people “ unthink their thoughts,” or reduce the world to ruin 
and desolation, the reign of despotism will shortly be destroyed. 
Let no one think that his exertions wil] be thrown away. ‘This 
is no time for despair. Already has the sun of liberty risen far 
above the herizon—yet a little longer and the clouds that now 
overshadow it shal! pass away—yet a little longer and it shall 
shine forth in meridian splendour, shedding its genial influence 
upon the minds of menblessing and enlightening all the na- 
tions of the earth. This, Gentlemen, is not an idle prophecy. 
Look at Spain—a nation that has hitherto been considered as 
the most besotted and enslaved of all the kingdoms of Europe 
——a nation that has for ages been looked upon with scorn and 
contempt. But yesterday, and “ none so mean as to do her 
homage.’’ She is now free. She has achieved a glorious —a 
bloodless revolution, and established a government upon the 
eternal principles of the Rights of Man. Gentlemen, I have 
spoken of the great number of disinterested men of talent at 
this time advocating the cause of freedom, and I know you 
will excuse me while I relate to you an anecdote or two, of one, 
who is deservedly placed at the bead of the patriots of our own 
country—a man whose very name carries with it the idea of 
all that is virtuous, patriotic, and praiseworthy—a man, who 


from his great age, and the important services he has rendered 
the cause of the people, has been emphatically styled ‘ the 


Father of Reform.” I need not tell you that I allude to Major 
Cartwright. When the news of the re-establishment of the 
Cortes iu Spain was carried to him, I shall never forget tlie 
energy with which he exclaimed—‘‘ Let the tyrants do what 
they will at Warwick—I am ready to encounter them. One 
country has at any rate shaken off the shackles of tyranny— 
Spain is free!” On another occasion, when a friead called 
upon him a few days before his departure for Warwick, for the 
purpose of condoling with him, his whole soul seemed roused 
with indignation at the very idea of condolence, “ Man,” he 
exclaimed, « they are not -going to try me and my brother 
conspirators alone, but you and the people at large, m short 
the constitution iiself.” “When his friend observed that he wish- 
ed they had a younger man, in whose person they might try 
‘uch important questions. ‘ No one so fit as myself,” was the 
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reply of this divine old man; ‘1 am old, and they cannot de. 
prive me of many years existence.” (Loud and vehement ap- 
plause.) Gentlemen, the manner in which vou have received 
these anecdotes of the Father of Reform, clearly shows that { 
have not related them in vain. Such sentiments from so old a 
man, are indeed cheertug and refreshing; cold and spiritless 
must be that man tn whose bosom Uiey do not excite a feeling 
ofadimiration, Gentlemen, there ts a subject to which I have 
not called your attention, but which f think is well worthy the 
serious consideration of the people of England, and 1 should 


be glad to have it incorporated in the Resolutions of this day if 
it Should be found practicable, bat which Tam really afraid will 
not be t 


he ease. Eallude to the relefof those men who are suf. 
fering imprisonment, for whatis called a conspiracy for raising 
their wees. Nothing, perhans, can show in a stronger 
hight, the injustice of @ partial administration of the laws, 
than the situation of these unfortunate men. In Co- 
ventry, and some of the other midland towns, the journey- 
men some ume ago very properly struck for. wages.— 
They absojutely obliged thetr masters, through the fear of a 
Cegrading punishment, to accede to their demands. In one 
Instance, they actually tock a respectable m:anufacturer and 
placed him upon the back of a jack-ass, and carried him tri- 
mophantly through the streets of the city. No one could have 
expected, after the punishment indicted upon the unfortunate 
weavers of Lancashire, but that these men woula have been 
most severely punished. Iso such a thing. They were, on the 
coutrary, joined by ail the Magistrates of the place, the two 
members of Parliament, and the principal inhabitants, who, in 
the face of the law, raised a fund for the support ef those who 
would conspire for an advance of wages. At Hinckley, they 
cane to the determination nit to allow pazish relief to those per- 
sons who worked foriow wazes. Thus, in one part of the king- 
dom, menare cast into prison and otherwise most severely punish- 
ed, for doing that, which, ti another part, not only goes unpu- 
nished by the constituted authorities, but actually meets with 
their approbation and assistance. 1 will now, Gentlemen, briefly 
refer to the subject mere immediately under consideration, 
“ the relief of those persons suffering in the cause of reform.” 
I am aware that any man who stands forward as the honest, 
the zealous advocate of any great principle, either in religion 
or politics, must expect to meet with all sorts of contumelies 
and reproaches. The shafts of ridicule will be aimed at him, 
and scandal will be busy with his character. The finger of 
scorn will be pointed at him, and by the great ones of the earth 
he will be “ spitefully entreated and spit upon.” The strong 


arm of power will be raised aga nst him; and the dark fiend, 
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period | which the Reformers have been alve ACY Strttqe lin fo 
ihe liberties of their country—a period so full of persecution and 
suffering —a measure of such vital nuportance, as the relic! 
and supportof the suilerers and their families should have been 
left wholty neglected. Hitherto the public service has been a 
forlorn hope. Certain destruction has awaited the adventurer ; 
yet there has Leen no lack of volunteers. How would the 
yanks have been crowded, had the ordinary inducements and 
just rewards been held forih to aspiring merit! Our enemies 
heap wealth ard honours on their deferiders; we suffer ours to 
sink unvefriended under the accumulated vengeance of their 
foes, while ther unhappy and desclate families are driven forth 
unsheltered to the ‘ pitiless peltings of the storm” ‘Tins neg- 
lect has constituted a deep and indelible reproach on the Re- 
formers. Vhe ardcut zeal ¢ of ine patriot has been: frozen by 
theiey touch cf pubic ingratitude 5 and many a2 noble soul of 
unconquerable energy has fallen asiow and Jingering victim to 
despair. i huow, Sir, there are sple nici e€race plions. Now 
and then the public munificcnce has most amply rewarded those 
who have been foriunate cnough to achieve some signal triumph 
over eorsapiion, But these exceptions, honourable as they are 
to public spirit, and proving as they do its sufficiency, if pro- 
perly directed, 1 © succour all those who have well-founded 
claims to iis assistance, furnish the most satisiactory evidence 
of the propriety of our purpose, lt will be objected perhaps 
that our means will be inadequate to accomplish all we design,--- 
that the number of sat tte ‘rers and amount of their distress will 
be greater than we can reeve by any und, which it is probable 
we “shall be able to ruse. J answer that is no reason, even if 
it be allowed to have sume weight, why we shot id atiempt to 
do nothing. IT know too that the management of such a fund 
would be dithcult,—that those invested with it could not satisfy 
Hi parties, and nitst necessaiily incur some portion of blame

How 
many of the men now incarcerated might have been saatched 
from their present fate by the expenditure of a litle money in 
their defence. IT need not dilate upon this point, Sir, for we 
are all, I dare say, well acquainted with the wonder-working 
power of money under the present system of things. It is im- 
possible, constructed as our courts of Jaw now are, to move a 
step without ifs assistance. LO prosecute is to destroy, where 
the defendant does net possess the pecuniary means of defence! 
We become accessaries to the fall of our friends unless we rea- 
Nily yield them all the aid which it may Jay in our power to 
furnish. I willnow detain you only while I describe the course 
which it 1s intended to pursue for the attainment of the object, 
for which this meeting is assembled. ‘Phe resolutions I hold in 
my hand recommend the appointment of a committee to cor- 
yespond with the adical leformers in other parts of Great 
britain, for the pur] ose Gi acquiring the utmost information as 
io the formation of a pian for the management of the perma- 
nent fund. We shall thus collect the best information, and 
stir up @ similar spirit in other places. You, Sir, have recom- 
mended that the principles of representation should be adhered 
io in constituting tic couniliee which wili have the manage- 
ment of the fund, that the members shail hold their power but 
for a short time, and be appomted by the liajority of the sub- 
scribers. | perfectly agree with you, Sir, that it is highly de- 
sirable that we should proceed upon such principles. Let us 
have our representatives really dependant upon our will, ht will 
be easy always te ascertain the regular subscribers, to each of 
whom the neht of voting in the a ppomiment of the cominittee 
will of course belong.
